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PURPOSE: To produce a reversible recording film ensuring high developed color 
density and high contrast between parts irradiated and unirradiated with light. 
- CONSTITUTION: This reversible recording film is formed by incorporating an 
azo dye into a hydrophilic high polymer or by laminating the hydrophilic high 
polymer contained with the azo dye on a transparent polymer film. The revers- 
ible recording film is produced by irradiating the high polymer film added 
with the azo dye with polarized UV before the azo dye is fixed by crosshnking 
or crystallization, and thereby uniformly orienting the azo dye. 
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
